grams (about one-fifteenth of an 
ounce), was sealed 
in lead- 


shrouded containers, to be bur- 
led later In the Tennessee earth, 
where It will continue giving off 
deadly radiation fro generations. 


In the years since 1917, per- 


haps 10,000 cancer patients were 
treated with a radium by- pro- 
duct at Memorial 
Hospital for 


Gander and Allied Diseases. 


The radium, a naturally oc- 


curring element, was kept in so- 
lution in the flasks, behind lead 
shielding In a special room. As 
the radium 
slowly 
decays— It 


would take 1,620 years for half 
of It to decay— It produces radon 
gas. 


Minute amounts of the gas are 


trapped In tiny gold capsules 
called "seeds." The seeds are 
inserted into a patient's cancer 
cells for a few days at a time, in 
hopes that the radiation might 
halt, reverse or kill the cells. 


"Cutting the glass was the 


part I was concerned about," 
Dr. Jolin Laughlin, chairman of 
the 
medical 
physics depart- 


ment, said after the operation 
was a success. "It's possible 
that the glass would be so brit- 
tle from the radiation that the 
whole thing would splinter." 


It didn't, although the radia- 


tion specialists were slightly 
contaminated, on their hair and 
the outside of their protective 
clothing, by alpha particles. The 
contamination 
was minor and 


washed 
away, 
Dr. 
Laughlin 


said.

Porter, 23, of Halnesport, N.J., 
the pilot of the helicopter gun- 
ship; WO Larry M. Ingle, 24, of 
Lima, Ohio, the copilot; and 
Spec. 4 Richard Tipple, 20, of 
Lancaster, Ohio, a door gunner. 


Porter and Ingle were report- 


ed in satisfactory condition In a 
hospital, while Tipple did not 
have tq be hospitalized. Their 
helicopter crashed into a moun- 
tainside 325 miles north of Sai- 
gon on Jan. 11 during monsoon 
rain and low visibility. 


The U.S. Command also re- 


ported three more American 
helicopters were shot down last 
weekend and five of the crew- 
men 
were 
wounded. 
This 


brought the total number of U.S. 
planes and helicopters lost In 
Vietnam to 6,333, valued at be- 
tween $G billion and $7 billion, a 
U.S. spokesman said. 


American troop strength In 


Vietnam has dropped to its low- 
est level since Oct. 28, 1967, the 
U.S. Command snld. A weekly 
summary put U.S. strength at 
405,200 men, down 2,300 from 
the previous week and 18,800be- 
low the current authorized ceil- 
ing of 484,000. A sjiokesman said 
the drop was not related to the 
withdrawal 
of 50,000 
troops 


scheduled to start next month, 
but was the result of replace- 
ments from the United States 
and troops being sent home aft- 
er completion of their tours of 
duty being temporarily out of 
balance.

Stock Rights, Warrants 
Valuable to Investors

It's probably safe to as- 


sume that most small inves- 
tors know little more than 
necessary about the owner- 
ship of slock. They usually 
know that what they're buy- 
ing is a share in a business 
venture and that the price? 
I hey pay is determined by. 
supply and demand. 


They 
may even 
k n o w 


something of the company's 
g r o w t h 
prospects 
and 


whether or not it can be de- 
pended on to pay a dividend. 


What they probably don't 


know much about are the 
more esoteric benefits that 
accrue to those who "own a 
share of American enter- 
prise." as the saying goes. 


Among these benefits are 


stock rights and warrants, 
for example 


A stock "right" is an au- 


thorization to purchase a cer- 
tain number- of shares in the

issued

A newly minted in- 
vestor who receives a right 
in the mail could be forgiven 
if he mistook it for nothing 
more than a cute way to sell 
additional stock.

short life, usually something 
on the order of four weeks. 
If not used or sold within the 
time period, the right ex-

ment. 


A stock warrant is consid- 


erably different than a right 
but bestows much the same 
privilege under a different 
set of rules. 


A warrant is usually added 


to bonds or preferred stock 
in an attempt to make them 
more palatable to potential 
customers. The warrant al- 
lows the holder to buy a cer- 
tain number of shares of the 
company's stock, but usually 
at a price higher than the 
market price of the stock at 
the 
time 
the 
warrant is 


issued 


To be valuable, then, the 


warrant must he held until 
the price of the stock rises 
past the value set by the 
warrant 
This makes 
the 


warrant a long-term invest- 
ment, so its life is several 
years, at least, and perhaps 
in perpetuity. 


The stockholder can either 


hold onto the warrant in hope 
! a price rise in the stock, 
or he can sell the warrant to 
a s p e c u I a t o r somewhat 
more optimistic than him- 
s e l f .

Supreme Court today stripped 
draft boards of the power to 
speed up the induction of Viet- 
nam war protesters. 


Justice William 0. Douglas, In 


a 5-3 decision, said the court 
had searched federal draft laws 
In vain for any clues that Con- 
gress desired to give draft 
boards this authority. 


He said "it is a broad, roving

Radium-Production 
Plant, Now Obsolete, 
Iorn Down by Experts

NEW YORK CAP) - In a .si- 


lent drama played out in the 
basement of Memorial Hospital, 
four radiation experts in yellow 
safety clothes and air masks cut 
away two glass flasks contain- 
ing intensely dangerous radium. 


The delicate f; r o c e d u r e 


marked the end of an ora in 
American medicine, begun In 
1017 when Dr. James Douglas, a 
physician 
and 
metallurgist 


whose daughter died of cancer, 
donated a fraction of an ounce 
of radium to the hospital. 


[tadium was the first radioac- 


tive weapon against cancer, and 
with the gift from Dr. Douglas, 
Memorial Hospital built the first 


radon plant in this country to 
produce radioactive material to 
treat patients. 


But now radium has largely 


outlived its usefulness because 
there are better, safer radioac- 
tive materials to attack cancer 
cells. So Memorial Hospital de- 
cided to close down its plant, 
now the last one remaining in a 
private institution in the United 
States. 


The plant was dismantled, 


gingerly and tensely, late last 
week, at night so there would be 
fewer people in the hospital cor- 
ridors.
